IPromisM  you  when  I  was  at  ,  that 
I  would  give  you  a  full  Account  of  the 
Expedition  to  Canada^  which  we  pleas'd 
our  felves  fo  much  with,  and  from  which  we 
expeded  fo  much  Glory  and  Advantage.

The  I^ublick  News  will  fave  me  a  great 
Part  of  the  Task  I  undertook :  You  wilf  e'er 
this  have  heard  that  both  Admiral  and  Ge- 
neral are  return'd  in  Safety,  that  we  have 
loft  26  Companies  of  Soldiers,  a  few  Wo- 
men, and  a  Divine,  and  that  there's  no  blame 

laid  on  any  body  but  the  late  M  rs, 

who  'tis  faid  were  the  Authors  of  this  De- 
fign,  which  it  is  pretended  would  not,  if  It 
had  fucceeded,  have  anfwer'd  the  Peril  and 
Expence. 

Whoever  were  the  Authors  of  the  Projefl:, 
I  am  fo  far  from  condemning  them,  or  of 
judging  by  Succefs,  that  I  think  it  was  the 
beft  concerted  for  the  Security  of  our  Colo- 
nies and  Commerce  of  any  in  the  late  War 
or  this,  and  that  only  fuch  as  are  ignorant  of 
both  can  have  any  Prejudice  to  it.  There 
are,  I  know,  a  Party  of  Men  in  England^ 
who  are  Enemies  to  Trade,  which  they  have 
lately  diftinguifh'd  by  the  Name  of  the 
Monefd  Interefi.    The  firft  Tories  began  their 
Faction  with  it,  and  the  Author  of  The  Re- 
hearfal  Tranffros'd  makes  merry  with  a  cer- 
tain Parfon,  who  had  treated  all  Trading 
Communities  as  Seditious,  and  Trade  it  felf 
as  dangerous  to  Monarchy  and  Eftfco^acy. 
The  ingenious  Writer   of   the  Exami?ter 
did  the  fame  ;    and  fo  all  Tories  muft  do 
from  their  Principles,  as  long  as  the  Fadion 
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fubfifts  :  l^OY  Commerce  is  as  inconfiftent  * 
with  Tyranny  as  Piety  ^ith  Perfecution/ 
Thefe  are  the  Men,  who  are  pleasM  with' 
every  ill  Turn  that  happens  to  Trade,  and ' 
confequently  are  moft  likely  to  be  leaft  trou- ' 
bled  at  the  Difappointment  it  has  received  by  \ 
the  Defeat  of  the  Defign  upon  Canada ;  which  ' 
I  fhall  endeavour  to  defend  againft  all  the 
Gavils  and  Pretences  that  are  now  raised 
againft  it,  \ 

All  Perfons  that  have  the  leaft  Knowledge  \ 
of  the  Affairs  of  oAmericaj  need  not  be  in-  ' 
formM  of  the  Neceffity  there  is  for  diflodg-  J 
ing  the  French  at  Canada^  to  fecure  our  Co^/- 
merce  and  Colonies  on  the  Northern  Conti-  ' 
nent,  where  the  EngUJh  in  New-England  and 
New-Tork  are  daily  eiicroachM  upon  by  the 
French  and  Frenchify^ d  Indians  y  and  being  ^ 
only  in  Poffeffion  of  a  Slip  of  Land  on  the  !" 
Coaft,  are  in  danger  of  being  driven  out  of  ^ 
the  Country,  if  the  French  Power  encreafes,  ^ 
which  it  has  continuM  to  do  thefe  hundred  ^ 
Years  ;  and  the  Encouragement  the  French  ■ 
Government  gives  their  Plantations,  fliews  ' 
that  there's  little  likelihood  of  our  gaining 
the  Ground  we  have  loft,  if  we  can  preferve  ' 
what  remains. 

The  main  Strength  of  the  French  in  <s.4me-  " 
rica  is  at  Qanada  ;  there  they  fupply' d  the  , 

fiuron 


Huron  Indians  with  Arms  to  fall  upon  the 
EngU{h  in  New-England  and  New-Torh  With 
thefe  they  have  often  joinM,  and  by  making 
fudden  Irruptions,  have  reducM  thofe  two 
Colonies  to  the  laft  Extremity.  Thefe  things 
were  fo  well  known  to  Sir  William  Tbij^s^ 
that  he  never  let  the  Court  be  at  reft,  but 
was  perpetually  fuggefting,  Tbat  the  whole 
Inter  eft  of  the  Crown  cf  England  in  America 
lay  at  fidke^  while  Canada  was  in  French 
Hands  ;  of  which  no  Man  was  fo  good  a 
Judge  as  himfelf :  And  1  cannot  on  this  Oc- 
cafion  omit  a  Speech  of  his  to  King  William 
fome  time  before  he  was  made  Governour  of 
New-E)%land. 

If  your  Majefty  will  gracioufiy  pleafe  to  com-^ 
mijjion  and  ajjifi  me^  I  am  ready  to  veMnre 
my  Ufe  again  ht  your  Service  ;  and  I  doubt 
mt  but  by  the  ^lefjing  of  God  Canada  may  b^i 
added  to  the  reft  of  yoMr  T>ominionsy  which 
will  (all  Circumftances  confider^d)  be  cf  moral 
i^dvantage  to  the  Crown  cf  England,  than  alii 
the  Territories  in  the  Weft-Indies  a^e. 

The  Reafons  here  fuhjoin^d  are  humbly  offer^ll 
unto  your  Majefty^ s  Conjideration. 

The  Succefs  of  this  T)ejign  will  greatly  ad\ 
to  the  Glory  and  Inter  eft  of  the  Englifti  Crom 
and  Nation^  by  the  itAdditim  of  the  "Bern 
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Trade  J  and  fecuring  the  Hudfon's  Bay  Cm- 
fany^  fme  of  whofe  FaHories  have  lately 
fallen  into  the  Hands  of  the  French  ;  and  In-- 
creafe  of  Englifh  Shipping  and  Seamen^  hy 
gaining  the  Fijhery  of  Newfoundland,  and  hy 
Confequence  diminijh  the  Number  of  French 
Seamen  y  and  cut  off  a  great  Revenue  from 
the  French  Crown^  8cc. 

And  it  was  not  long  before  this,  that  the 
two  before-mention'd  Colonies  did  at  their 
own  Expence  equip  a  Fleet  of  Ships  and  an 
Army  of  Men,  on  an  Expedition  againfi: 
QueheCj  in  which  Sir  William  Thips  com- 
manded, and  had  probably  fucceeded,  had 
not  Sicknefs  feiz'd  his  Camp,  and  fwept  away 
half  of  his  fmall  Army. 

^  Sir  William  Thips  had  with  him  but  ^  2 
fmall  Ships  and  Tenders,  no  Tilots^  about 
2000  Men,  and  did  not  fail  from  IBo/ion  till 
the  gth  of  Auguft,  1690.  nor  enter  the  River 
of  Canada  till  the  14th  of  September.  When 
he  arriv'd  there  he  met  with  contrary  Winds^ 
and  was  three  Weeks  in  that  River.  How- 
ever at  laflr,  on  the  5  th  of  OEtober  unf  ilotted^ 
as  my  Author  feys  he  was,  he  arrivM  at  Que- 
bec.

I  fhall  now  follow  my  New-England  HP 
ftorian.  He  had  then  but  1400  EfFeftive 
Men,  which  he  landed  under  the  Command 
of  Col.  Whalleyy  and  expefited  a  Diverfion  to 
be  made  by  1 000  Men,  who  marcliM  over 
Land  to  attack  Mont  Royal ;  but  the  latter 
being  deferted  by  the  Indians y  and  unprovided 
of  Canaos  on  their  Arrival  at  the  Gr^^/r  L^l^, 
were  fbrcM  to  return :  Upon  which  all  the 
Strength  of  the  French  Colony  was  turned 
againft  thefe  1400  Men,  who  were  alfo  in- 
fected with  the  Small-Pox.  Notwithftand- 
ing  all  which  Difficulties,  about  the  loth  of 
Ocioler^  the  Time  of  our  late  Fleet's  Return 
to  England^  Sir  William  l)rought  his  Ships 
within  Piftol-fhot  of  tlie  Enemies  Cannon, 
beat  them  from  them,  and  very  much 
batterM  the  Town  of  Quehec  ;  but  the  Land 
Forces  being  fick  and  fatiguM,  he  orderM 
them  aboard  to  refrefh.  If  thefe  Troops  had 
feconded  his  Attack  afliore^  'tis  thought  he 
liad  made  himfelfMafter  of  that  Town  at 
the  firft  Affault.  He  now  intended  to  renew 
his  Attack  upon  the  City,  by  landing  his 
Men  under  the  Shelter  of  his  Guns,  having 
to  that  Purpofe  provided  alfo  a  confiderable 
Number  of  Wheel-barrows,  each  of  them 
carrying  two  Petarrero's  to  advance  before 
the  Men-  The  Soldiers  were  ftill  eager  for 
the  Affault,  and,  as  my  Author  expreffes  him- 
,  felf, 


felf,  on  Fire  f(yr  the  Conquefi  of  Quebec.  Tho 
It  was  the  middle  of  OBolefj  and  Winter 
came  on  fo  faft,  that  feveral  of  them  were 
difabled  by  the  Froft  feizing  their  Limbs  ;  yet 
they  could  not  think  of  returning  home 
without  mattering  the  place  \  or  if  they  had 
mifs'd  of  doing  it  by  Storm,  they  knewy  lays 
the  Hiftorian,  that  they  might j  hy  pjjefjing 
themfeJves  of  the  IJle  of  Orleans  ^  in  a  little 
while  have  fiarv^d  out  the  Enemy.  But  e'er  a 
full  Council  of  War  could  conclude  the  next 
Steps  to  be  taken,  a  violent  Storm  arofe, 
that  feparated  the  Fleet,  and  the  Snow  and 
the  Cold  became  fo  extreme,  that  they  could 
not  continue  in  thofe  Quarters  any  Ipngen 

Here  then  we  may  obferve,  that  the  De- 
fign  was  probable,  and  that  it  might  have 
been  executed  even  in  OHoher^  had  not  the 
Englijh  from  New-Tork  been  left  by  their  In- 
dian Confederates,  or  had  not  the  Soldiers 
with  Sir  William  Thif  s  been  deftroyM  by  the 
Small-Pox,  and  fo  few  in  Number,  that  he 
could  not  fpare  Men  to  alTault  the  Town  at 
two  Places  at  once. 

Which  Facts  I  thought  fit  to  mention, 
to  juftify  the  Enterprize  againil:  Canada^  and 
that  there  is  no  manner  of  Pretence  to  accufc 
the  late  Minifters,  for  advifing  a  thing  that 
Y^s  fo  practicable  and  profitable,  and  all  due 
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Care  ^as  tak^n  that  it  might  fucceed  in  the 
Execution* 

It  was  no  inconfiderable  Army  that  was 
now  fent  againfl:  Quelec  ^. 

7  Regiments  of  Foot  of  Regular  Troops, 
fome  of  whom  had  fignalizM  themfelves  in 
Flanders^  and  being  compleat  may  amount 
to  4200  Men.

A  Fleet  of  15  Men  of  War  mann'd  with 
above  5000  Seamen,  having  880  Guns, 
40  Tranfports,  and  6  Store-lhips,  with  all 
manner  of  Warlike  Stores,  a  fine  Train  of 
Artillery,  i^c.  Nor  was  this  Fleet  without 
Pilots,  EngUfh  and  French  -^  nor  was  it  fo  late 
by  near  a  Month  before  it  entered  the  River 
as  Sir  William  "Phifs^s  :  For  the  Letter  in  the 
Toft-man  tells  us,  They  'proceeded  wp  Tart  of 
the  River  of  Canada  the  20th  of  Auguft  ; 
whereas  Sir  William  y  as  has  been  obfcrv'd,  | 
did  not  enter  it  till  the  middle  of  Sepemher, 


As 
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As  to  the  Weather,  Sir  WilliamTbifs  m&:  with 
fuch  adverfe  Winds,  that,  to  ufe  the  Words 
of  this  Hiftorian,  tbej  were  3  Weeks  difpatch^ 
mg  the  Way^  which  might  otherwije  have  been  | 
done  in  5  "Days.    The  Writer  of  the  Letter  ifi 
the  Toft-man  gives  for  a  Reafon  of  the  Difap^ 
pointment  of  the  late  Eirpedition,  that  tte 
Wind  began  to  blow  hard  at  Eaft^  und  Cotton 
Mather  gives  the  fame  Reafon  for  Sir  Willi amh  \ 
Arrival  at  laft  at  Quebec ;  it  was  the  ^th  of 
Odober,  continues  he  f ,  when  a  frejh  ISre^ze 
coming  uP  at  Eafi^  carry'^d  them  along  by  the 
North  Shore     to  the  Ifle  of  Orleans,  and  then 
failing  foutherly^  they  fafs^d  by  the  E^ft  End  of 
that  Ifland  with  the  whole  Fleet y  affroacbing 
the  City  of  Quebec. 

The  Tofi^man\  Correfpondeilt  informs  us, 
"  That  on  the  2ifl:  of  oAnguft  it  prov'd  foggy, 
and  continuM  fo  all  Night  and  the  Day 
following,  with  little  Wind  in  the  After^ 
noon,  when  in  an  extreme  thick  Fog  it 
began  to  blow  hard  at  Eaft  and  Eaft  South 
Eaft  ;  they  found  themfelves  then  in  a 
dangerous  Circumftance,  having  neither 
Soundings  nor  Sight  of  Land  to  fteer  any 
Courfe ,  or  any  Anchorage  within  60 
Leagues,  and  that  not  fafe  ;  fo  that  the 
>^  Tilots  on  board  the  Edgm^  being  the  beft 
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in  the  Fleet,  were  of  Opinion,  the  Admi^ 
«^  ral  fhould  make  a  Signal  to  bring  to,  which 
<^  he  did  with  their  Heads  to  the  South  ward, 
<^  judging  by  that  they  might  efcape  any  Dan- 
<^  ger^  and  be  drawn  by  the  Stream  in  the 
Mid-Channel ;  but  quite  contrary,  as  they 
were  with  the  Wind  Eafterly,  and  their 
Heads  to  the  Southward,  in  two  Hours 
they  found  themfelves  upon  the  North 
<f  Shore  among  Rocks  and  Iflands,  where  the 
whole  Fleet  had  like  to  have  been  loft, 

This  is  fo  terrible  a  Blow,  that  I  don'^t 
believe  there's  any  good  Engltfhman  who  can 
refleft  on  it  without  a  juft  Concern  for  the 
Misfortune  of  his  Country,  and  it  will  be  im- 
pious in  any  one  to  rejoice,  2is  tht  Jacobites 
and  Tories  us'd  to  do  in  the  late  King's  Time, 
for  every  Calamity  that  befel  us.  How  were 
our  Loj/g'j'  magnify'd  by  them,  and  thtoAd- 
vantages  of  the  French  enumerated  with  Joy? 
How  pleasM  did  they  feem  to  be  with  the 
fatal  Repulfe  at  Camaret  Bay  ?  Where  the 
early  Preparations  of  the  Enemy  to  receive 
us,  gave  too  rtiuch  Reafon  to  fufpeO;  our  Men 
had  not  fair  Play  at  home ;  and  the  brave 
Talmajh  did  not  ftick  to  exprefs  his  Refent- 
ments  to  that  purpofe.  How  were  they  a- 
nimated  by  our  Enemies  good  Fortune,  and 
how  dejefted  by  our  own  ?  If  Winds  and 
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Seas  fought  againft  us,  they  wickedly  impu- 
ted it  to  the  Judgments  of  the  Almighty^  and 
not  without  Infinuations ,  that  we  were 
thereby  punifhM  for  the  abominable  Sm  of  the 
Revolution.  Who  does  not  know  what  odious 
Reflexions  they  made  on  the  deplorable  Fate 
of  Sir  Cloudefly  Shovel^  whom  they  could  ne- 
ver forgive  for  his  Hatred  to  the  French ^  and 
the  wonderful  things  he  had  done  againft 
them  ?  Did  they  not  hand  about  an  infamous 
Libel  on  fo  difmal  an  Occafion,  abufing  the 
Archbifhop  of  Canterbury ;  and  drolling  on  the 
'Shipwreck  of  that  Admiral  and  loo  Englifh 
Gentlemen,  the  Flower. of  all  thofe  deftin'd 
to  the  Sea  Service  ?  'Tis  too  horrid  to  recite 
j  it,  but  there  is  hardly  any  one  who  has  not 
I  heard  it;  they  taking  a  particular  Plealure 
j  in  repeating  it  over  their  Cups,  and  height-^ 
ining  their  lewd  Mirth  with  the  unlpeakable 
I  Grief  of  all  true  Lovers  of  their  Country,  for 
I  the  untimely  Death  of  a  Man,  whoie  Me- 
rit made  him  lamented  even  by  Barba- 
rians 

Let  not  fijch  a.  bafe  Example  provoke  thofe 
j  who  may  be  out  of  Humour  with  the  pre- 
Ifent  Affairs,  to  take  any  Satisfaftion  in  the 
Mifcarriage  of  an  Enterprize,  which  was

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£drmM  on  fuch  reafonable  and  neceflkry 
Grounds :  For  wlioever  or  "whatever  is  the 
Caufe  of  any  Misfortune  to  our  Country, 
^tis  the  Duty  of  all^  that  afe  Well-wifliers  to 
her,  to  grieve  when  fbe  grieves,  and  to  be 
heartily  torpy  for  every  ill  hap  that  attends 
her.  Neither  fhoujd  any  one  malicioufly  re- 
fleQ:  on  the  Execution  of  a  Projeft,  becaufe 
fuch  and  ftich  had  the  Condufl  of  it  ;  nor 
flatter  themfelves  when  it  has  been  unfuc- 
Cefsful,  that  it  would  have  fucceeded  better 
in  other  Hands  :  But  judge  with  Candor, 
and  always  fuppofe,  that  whatever  was 
done,  was  done  for  the  beft,  and  that  there 
are  none  fo  mudi  in  favour  with  Heaven 
as  to  engage  the  Winds  on  their  fide,  or 
who  could  like  Jofhm  ftop  the  Sun  then  ha- 
ftenipg  to  its  Equinox ,  which  is  ever  the 
Seafon  of  Storms. 

I  am  fure  you  are  not  fo  infenfible  of  the 
publick  Welfare,  as  to  wifh  ill  to  it  whenever 
your  own  Friends  have  not  the  Management 
of  it :  And  the  Pleafure  we  took  in  our 
hopes  to  hear  daily  of  the  Conqueft  of  Ca-  \ 
nadaj  was  the  fureft  fign  of  our  Sincerity] 
in  our  Prayers  for  the  Conquerors.  That|//]( 
which  is  reprefented  now  as  imprafticableJio^ 
was  by  us  thought  not  only  feafible,  but  acJi^^^ 
complifliM.  Nor  were  we  fingle  in  o\\m\i 
Opinions  ;  for  the  greateft  of  our  Weeklyliiif 
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Politicians  tells  us,  the  6th  of  Ofioher ;  The  laft 
Letters  having  left  the  Fleet  in  the  River  of 
St.  Laurence,  not  very  far  from  Quebec,  we 
may  [uddenly  exfeB  to  hear  that  that  great 
Enterfrize  has  been  crowned  with  the  dejir^d 
Sticcep ;  but  unhappily  in  his  very  next  Paper 
we  are  told,  That  the  Fleet  was  never  very 
near  Quehec^  and  that  having  hut  i6  Weeks 
Provifion,  i^c,  it  was  unanimoujly  agreed  to 
return  homey  without  flopping  by  the  way  at 
Tlacentia^  and  attempting  the  Fre?zch  Settle- 
ments in  Newfoundland  J  the  Navigation  in 
thofe  Tarts  of  the  World  being  fo  bad  and  dan^ 
gerous  ;  which  was  certainly  as  well  known  \ 
2.0  Years  ago  as  'tis  now.    All  we  infer  [ 
from  the  Event  in  this  Expedition  is,  that  ' 
our  Fortune  iR  eAmerica  is  not  like  to  changq  ^ 
from  what  it  has  hitherto  been  ;   and,,  as  ^ 
my  Hiftorian  obferves,  even  to  this  'Day  the  ^ 
general  T)if after ^  which  has  attended  almofi  ^ 
every  oAttemft  of  the  European  Colonies  in  ' 
America,  is  a  matter  of  fome  clofe  RefleBion :  ^ 
Which  fuch  grave  Authors  as  himfelf  may  ^ 
venture  to  difcufs  ;   but  it  js  by  no  means  ■ 
decent  or  lawful  for  us,  who  were  never  in  ' 
the  River  of  St.  Laurence ^  and  do  not  know 
the  Nature  of  the  Fogs  and  Tides  there,  nor  ^ 
how  the  Seafons  differ  one  Year  from  ano-  " 
ther,  to  come  to  any  clofe  RefleBion.    But  ^ 
to  keep  to  fuch  as  are  obvious  and  natural  j  / 
•and  then  we  can  never  allow,  as  fome  pre*  ^ 
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tend,  that  the      have  not  fucceeded  in  this* 
Enterprize,  yet  we  have  not  loft  any  things 
becaufe  there  was  nothing  to  be  got  if  we  had 
had  Quebec.    What  fignify  fome  pitifol  furs^^ 
and  the  beggarly  Kflbing  Trade  at  xks&'^ank^. 
of  NewfoundJand ^  as  I,  liave  Iieard  it  faid 
publickly ;  whereas  it  is  no  hard  Matter  to 
prove,  that  that  Fifheryj  if  we  werefole  Ma- 
tters of  it,  as  we  fiiould  be  in  Gafe  the  Fr^;^^'^ 
^ere  driven  ont     Qanadaj  wmild  te  worth 
more  to  us  aft  a  very  little  Expence,  and 
with  a  great  many  other  Adtantagesj  than 
the  Mines  of  Mexico  or  even  of  *p6'm  are  to 
the  Spaniards. 

'TIs  generally  known,  that  there's  nothing 
jreqnifite  to  that  Trade  but  our  own  Ship- 
ping, our  Seamen  and  Provifions^  with  Fi- 
fhing-Tadde ,  and  fome  other  Neceffaries^ 
and  that  the  Product  of  die  Fifh  brings  in^ 
befides  the  beft  Commodities  of  the  Streights^ 
the  Bullion  of  Sfain  and  Tortugaly  to  the  En* 
creafe  of  btir  National  Stock  more  than 
600000  A  a  Year.  Now  if  we  were  in  the 
entire  PoffefTion  of  that  Trade,  it  would  na- 
turally follow,  tliat  we  fliould  command  the 
Markets,  have  our  own  Prices,  and  difpofe 
of  what  Qiiantities  we  pleasM,  which  might 
foon  bring  us  in  a  Treafure  of  Two  Millions 
yearly,  and  at  the  fame  time  deprive  our 
Enemies  of  all  means  of  encreafing  and  pre-: 
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'  ferving  their  Maritime  Strength  and  Na- 
vig^^tion^  and  be  the  utter  Ruin   of  their 
Commerce.     All  this    by  a  Voyage  of 
three  Weeks  or  a  Months  and  with  as 
much  Eafe  and  Certainty ,  as  there  is  Un- 
certainty and  DiiBculty  in  other  Projefts, 
•which  oAhel  is  inftruded  by  his  evil  Ge- 
nius to  calculate  at  fo  many  Millions^  than 
which  nothing  can  be  more  merry  but  his 
Heiigion  znd  Toliticks  ;  tho  as  wretched  as 
they  are,  he  doubtlefs  has  more  than  one 
Head  to  help  him.    But  as  profitable  as  the 
Fijhing  Trade  wouM  be,  we  feem  to  defpife 
\t  for  its  Eafe,  and  to  be  fond  of  what  h 
molt  vifionary  and  chimerical,  or  we  iliould 
^ot  appe#  fo  uncoiicern'd  as  we  do  at  the 
ill  ,Circui[jftatices  it  is  left  in  by  our  Balk  at 
Canada  \  fbsm  whence  the  Fr^;^c^Z^  have  ofterx 
fent  Ships  to  deftrpy  opr  Settlements  at  i^^^ 
foundlamj  ijs^may  be  i^n  by  the  Hiftory  of 
that  Iflahd,  in  a  Book  call'd  The  "Britifi  Em- 
fire  in  America,  wherein  is  this  PafFage,  in 
the  Clofe.of  what  relates  to  NewfomMand  5

way  ;  fome  they  '  fent     France,  wZ^a  came  to 
England  hy  Exchange  4  other Sy  for  want  of 
heing  exchan^dj  entered  into       I^'rench  6>r- 
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vice  ^  '  and  fome  are  Slaves  at  Quebec.  By 
which  it  appears  plainly ,  of  what  Confe- 
quence  it  would  have  been  to  our  Newfound'- 
Ja7td  Trade  and  Settlements,  if  we  could 
have  made- our  felves  Mafters  of  Canada^  I 
enlarge  on  this  Fifliery,  becaufe  the  general 
Advantage  of  it  is  moft  apparent,  and  that 
tbofe  who  know  little  of  Bufinefs,  who  are 
new  to  Affairs 'of  Commerce,  may  have  the 
quicker  Senfe  of  the  Lofs  we  have  fuftain'd, 
and  the  Concernment  it  was  to  us  to  have 
reducM  that  Fre?ich  Colony,  and  have  fecur'd 
our  Fifhery;  This  amply  juftifies  the  late 
Minifters  in  that  part  of  their  Adminiftra- 
tion,  for  which  they  are  now  accus'd,  the  ta- 
king the  Affair  of  Canada  into  Confideration, 
and  firfl:  forming  a  Projed,  the  Execution  of 
which  they  were  not  entrufted  "Nyith,  and  fo 
cannot  juftly  be  chargM  with  any  thing  more 
than  the  Defigi) ;  and  that,  I  think,  I  have 
fufBciently  provM  to  be  grpatly  for  the  Pub- 
lick  Good, 

There  are  fome  melancholy  People,  who  on 
all  unhappy  Accidents  are  apt  to  multiply 
Loflfes  and  Dangers ;  and  thefe  Men  are  in 
great  Pain  for  General  JVicholfon  ^nd  tht  looo 
7vlen  that  niarcli'd  by  Land  to  favour  the 
Enterprize  againft  ^^^'^^^^ :  They  could  fcarce 
be  more  troubled  if  they  were  already  devourM 
py  the  Canahalsy  which  are  reported  to  be 

the 


the  Inhabitants  of  thofe  Parts  ;  whereas  in 
truth  there  are  no  fuchMonfters  m  e/lmerica, 
except  fome  are  ftill  left  in  the  Chanhhee-^ 
IJlandsj  far  enough  from  ^<?^^^ ;  and  \is  not 
to  be  doubted,  but  the  French  and  their  In- 
dians would  rather  make  a  Bridge  of  Gold 
for  an  Enemy  that  fo  lately  triumphM  over 
them,  than  venture  to  intercept  his  Retreat. 
The  great  things  that  General  did  eAnna- 
foUsj  of  which  our  News-Papers  were  for 
many  Weeks  full,  give  us  fumcient  ground 
to  hope,  they  will  be  too  much  frightenM  to 
dare  to  difturb  him  ;  and  I  cannot  queftion, 
but  that  both  the  General  and  the  four  Kings, 
if  tliey  were  with  him,  arrivM  fafely  in  their 
own  Country  again  long  h^iov^^iv  Hovenden 
got  to  St.  Helens.  I  confefs  I  was  never  un- 
der any  vain  Terrors  on  his  Account,  know- 
ing fo  much  of  the  French  Prowefs,  and  that 
of  the  Hurons  their  Confederates,  that  I'ni 
fatisfyM  they  could  as  foon  eat  as  beat  i  ooo 
good  Englifhmen ,  comnianded  by  fo  famous 
anOfBceras  that  General ;  whole  hew  Con- 
queft  in  oAcadia  has  been  taken  care  of  by 
General  Hill^  who  left  a  Detachment  behind 
him  to  garrifon  eAnnafolis ;  which  Port  will 
be  very  commodious  for  our  Fifliery,  if  -we 
do  not  part  with  it  on  a  Peace,  as  it  is  not 
likely  we  fhall,  nor  with  any  thing  we  have 
got  rrom  the  French  in  the  Wefi-Indies  ;  but 
rather  that  we  fliall  have  Ports  and  Places 
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laid  G^n  *p  tis,  tho^l  am  Vwy  mucK  ij&aid
